¥ HERE is a strong tendency among Christians in these 
days to abandon the regular work of the church at 
home and abroad in behalf of the present particular 
service of ministering to the soldiers and sailors of the various 
nations. That these men are in great need is certain, and 
that the serious-mindedness of those at the front furnishes a 
special opportunity to lead many of them to Christ is beyond 
disputing. But to our mind this does not give warrant to 
what is going on; namely, a mass movement (both in giving 
and serving) in their direction, at the expense of overwhelm- 
ing and ever-existing needs in other directions. Besides, we 
fear that if much of the effort in behalf of the soldiers and 
sailors were analyzed, it would be found to be more patriotic 
than religious. The spectacular is ever attractive, and it is 
easy to become enthusiastic over what appeals to the imagi- 
nation. At the same time the commonplace and the prosaic 
may constitute a greater need and demand a more constant 
sacrifice. We commend any and all true spiritual work being 
done for soldiers and sailors to our friends, not because they 
are militants, but simply because they are men in need of 
salvation. But we also commend to them the suffering and 
rapidly dying hundreds of millions of the human race who 
live in the regions beyond, whose spiritual need is beyond all 


describing—and for whom few are caring.”

N the Recorp for Noventber, 1917, a num- 
ber of pages were given to ““A Unique Oc- 
casion in the Bible House,’”’ at which time the 
first 100,000 of the million New Testaments 
which the Society had agreed to furnish the 
soldiers of the American Army and Navy 
through the co-operation of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association were presented to Mr. 
William Sloane, chairman of the National War 
Work Council of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association. 


On that occasion Mr. Sloane said: 

Mr. President: It is a very great honor that you 
have conferred upon the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation. As its representative here to-day, I feel 
I cannot state to you how much that honor is ap- 
preciated; but I do assure you that we will endeavor 
in some way to show that we are worthy of it in the 
manner in which we distribute this magnificent gift. 


Mr. Sloane then presented to Brigadier- 
General Eli D. Hoyle, of the United States 
Army, and to the Rev. W. G. Isaacs, D.D., 
Chaplain of the United States Navy, copies of 
the New Testaments as symbolic of the dis- 
tribution to the entire forces of the Army and 


the Navy. 

In May, 1918, two or three weeks before 
the time agreed upon, the gift was completed. 
Since then the present relationships have been 
continued; but because of the access of re- 
sources to the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation the following agreement was entered 
into and is in force between the American 
Bible Society and the National War Work 
Council of the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation: 

ARRANGEMENT IN FORCE BETWEEN THE AMERICAN 
BIBLE SOCIETY AND THE NATIONAL WAR WoRK 
CouNCcIL oF THE Y. M. C. A. 

The American Bible Society and the National War 
Work Council of Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tions are co-operating in providing Bibles, Testa- 
ments, and Scripture portions for the men in the 
Army and Navy. 

In connection with the present edition of the Eng- 
lish Pocket Testament, the War Work Council is 
bearing the major share of the financial responsi- 
bility, since the American Bible Society bore the 
full burden of the first million. The American Bible 
Society and the War Work Council are co-operating 
in the manufacture. This policy will be continued. 

In connection with the modern language Testa- 
ments, the War Work Council orders the books from 
the American Bible Society. The War Work Coun- 
cil holds itself ready to assist in facilitating manu- 
facture when called upon.

Throughout the summer plans have been per- 
fected and hundreds of thousands of New 
Testaments in a pocket edition similar to our 
popular khaki English Testament are now 
being printed from special plates made for 
this particular War Service Edition, in French, 
Italian, Russian, Modern Greek, Spanish, 
Portuguese, Polish, Roumanian, Czech or Bo- 
hemian, and Yiddish. We reproduce a page from 
the Yiddish, as perhaps the most interesting, 
because of its variation from the Roman text:

POWER OF THE PRINTED WORD: 


MAN had lived for sixty-two years as a 
H Buddhist. For thirteen years men had 
looked to him to cast out demons from the 
sick and rescue the dead from the torments of 
hell. His home was in the mountains of 
southern Hunan, two days’ journey from the 
nearest missionary, at Linchow. In all his 
eacquaintances there was not a single Chris- 
itian. All he had to guide him on the way 
of life was a copy of the Gospels that some- 
how had come into his possession. Yet he 
«stood before the session of Clear Water as an 
tundoubted Christian. So accustomed were we 
ito halting testimonies, even after long and care- 
tful instruction, that we were awed by the 
‘evidence of the direct and unaided work of 
‘the Spirit in the man before us. 
And this is what he toldus. At first, though 
ihe was much attracted by portions of the 
'Gospels, he was so far from grasping their 
‘import and so bound by prejudice and unbe- 
‘lief that he would throw down the book. But 
‘before long he would pick it up and begin 
‘reading again. At one of these times he came 
in his reading to the word “Saviour.” It 
came with all the force of a message to his 
heart. It was the key that unlocked the 
meaning of the Gospels to him. Having 
found the truth, he took the books and idols 
of a lifetime and burned them all. 
- But what he regarded as most urgent was 
prayer. He earnestly studied the Gospels to 
earn how. How well he learned! One peti- 
‘tion keeps echoing in my ears—‘‘Forgive 
‘China’s sins, Lord, all of them.’’ The Great 
Father, we may be sure, did not hold it against 


‘him that in his praying he first followed | 


the way he had been accustomed to, of 
writing out the name of God and worshipping 
before it.

China

Desiring to understand more per- 
fectly, they began to attend the evangelistic 
service at the Long T’o Kei chapel, and gradu- 
ally the Spirit of God used the Word read and 
preached to lead them to repentance and faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ. A few months ago 
they were received into the church.

HOSPITAL FRUIT: 


Last year there was a patient whose name 
was Li-Teh-Yu, who stayed in the hospital for 
more than a month. At first.he was opposed 
to the gospel, but afterward he bought a 
Testament, which he read, and’ became con- 
verted to God. 

At the same time Mr. Li-Hwei-Wen also 
became a Christian. : 

This year, as the result, several men stood 
up to testify in an evening meeting, on the 
25th of last November. When we inquired 
how they came to trust in the Saviour we 
found it was the result of the one small Testa- 
ment. 
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TURMOIL IN WESTERN SZECHUAN: 


The Rev. T. Torrance, writes: 

“The year began rosily in Szechuan. The 
governor had succeeded in restoring order in 
the country. Travel was uniformly safe, trade 
rapidly reviving, and not for a long time did 
we have such fair promise of good days ahead. 
But into our Eden crept again the Old Ser- 
pent. He came in the guise of political strife. 
The various national parties strove each for 
the ascendency, so as to gather in the spoils of 
office, and their efforts first showed them- 
selves here. The military governor, who fa- 
vored the south against the north, sought to 
curb the power of the local people, when im- 
mediately they set themselves to resist him. 
For ten days an armed conflict raged in the 
streets of Chengtu.”’ 


Ten Thousand Homes Burned in Anger 


During the summer a second armed con- 
flict arose, the severity of which greatly ex- 
ceeded that of the first. The civil governor 
this time tried to do what the ex-military 
governor attempted, and also failed. Angered 
at his defeat, he wantonly burned about ten 
thousand homes in this city. History has only 
one parallel in the past two millenniums to 
offset such heartlessness and vindictive cruelty. 
The terribleness of such a conflagration words 
fail to describe. The people were terrified. 
All our. foreign houses were jammed with 
refugees. 


A Remarkable Fact 


A friend of mine, who heretofore though 
not antagonistic to Christianity had never 
shown any signs of belief, now gave me a very 
interesting account of his experiences. He 
said that in his street the flames were destroy- 
ing house after house and rapidly approach- 
ing his own. There absolutely seemed no 
hope of escape. In his extremity he called 
upon the Lord to save him. Taking his New 
Testament, after this, he opened it—when his 
eye fell on the words: ‘The just shall live by 
faith.” They were the divine answer, he said, 
to his prayer. He immediately told all in the 
house they would be saved. And they were. 
ae He burned up to his wall and stopped 
there ! ; 


COLPORTAGE FRUIT: 


The following extracts from a letter written 
by the Rev. T. Cook, of Kuanhsien, is typical 
of what is true in many places. He says: 
“During the past three and a half months 
Colporteur Chen Ping-Ling has sold 2,300 
books and distributed 2,700 tracts. He has 
been making it his aim to touch about thirty 
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villages regularly. He reports that as he gets 
known by the people there are many who come 
to him to talk about the gospel. Those who 
have bought books have commended the 
truths they teach and ask for light on some 
of the passages they could not understand. 
He has had one request that was alike en- 
couraging to him and to us, wz., to remove 
the family idols of a man named Yoh.”

In the places nearer Kuanhsien there is an 
encouraging work going on. Some three or 
four men are attending worship who are the 
direct fruits of colportage work.

A native pastor writes of distributing sev- 
eral thousands of Scripture portions, and adds 
that those who received them were mightily 
moved by their teaching. He says: “Mr. 
Loo-shen-chai, my depot keeper and leading 
helper, has done valued service in the city. 
His Chinese erudition and Christian influence 
have won several men recently into the pale 
of the church. I might quote the cases of a 
silk merchant, a chief of police, and a gentle-~ 
manly old man who comes to my Sunday 
evening Bible Class and listens eagerly to 
Bible teaching.” 


OFFICIAL INDORSEMENT: 


Our work is well known. Recently Gen. 
Liu Tseng-Hou, the field marshal of the — 
Szechuan army, invited another missionary 
and myself to dinner. He knew of our labors 
for his countrymen and wanted to show his~ 
friendliness in this way. To meet us he in-~ 
vited the new civil governor and certain other 
chiefs of departments in the government. On 
his table he had no wines and he told us 
plainly this was on purpose to honor us. He 
wanted thus to show his respect for the men 
who were laboring to raise his brethren to 
higher things. 


A HAUNTED HOUSE FREED: 


I notified you two weeks ago of my renting — 
of new and healthier premises. The workmen — 
are now fitting these with floors and doors and 
we hope to remove into them next January. — 
We have occupied our present house for weil- » 
nigh fifteen years. It was a “haunted 
dwelling when the American Bible Society 
first rented it, and indeed the natives affirm 
the demon still flits around, near by! As a 
matter of fact, I have more than once seen 
his “‘presence.”’ I found out it lodged occa- 
sionally in our roof, and often we heard strange 
noises at night. 

Once when the commotion was rather ex- 
traordinary in our wistaria vine, I rushed out 
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suddenly with a lamp and got a fine view of 
jit. All that made me marvel was its rare 
ibeauty. Of course it vanished suddenly into 
ithe darkness, though it returned often to 
‘these precincts. If one lay very quiet it was 
‘even possible to hear it scratching itself. 

Not long since, I am afraid, the ‘‘demon’”’ 
was finally expelled. We heard it over the 
‘ceiling, and wanting in my curiosity to have 
;another look at it I directed the servant to 
ascend at the back, when I stationed myself 
at the front, near to an opening under the 
tiles. Sure enough, I had my desire gratified. 
Out popped as sleek and fine-looking a wild- 
cat as anyone could wish to see. With one 
long leap the supposed ‘“‘demon”’ disappeared, 
and has not since been heard in the eery hours 
of the night. ; 


A BIBLE HOUSE WANTED: 

Originally no native would rent this house. 
Its evil repute kept it empty until we took it. 
Now that the wildcat has gone and we are 
vacating the place, I hope the landlord will 
find a tenant. In rent we have paid for his 
property about twice over. How many more 
Bibles might we have circulated had we that

Chengtu is a famous old city. Two and a 
half millenniums ago it was the capital of a 
highly civilized people, who were famous for 
their irrigation works, agriculture, river navi- 
gation and production of silk. That was long 
before the Chinese came. Afterward these 
natives of the soil and immigrant Chinese 
fused into a fine stock that in the Han dy- 
nasty produced half of the famous scholars at 
the Imperial court. To-day there are over 
fifty millions of people in Szechuan. The 
province is one of the fairest and wealthiest 
in China. It presents a magnificent field for 
Christian work. No better place could be 
found for the erection of a Bible Society 
building. 

This year we have had subscribed locally 
nearly $300 (Szechuan dollars) for our work. 
But all this is being used to increase our print- 
ing output. Only where a district shows such 
zeal for the circulation of the Scriptures is it 
all the more worthy of the sustained help of 
Christians in America. Those who try to help 
themselves are most worthy of being helped.

framed Life Membership certificate which he 
received with deep appreciation.

about railroad tracks, policing about our tents or 
barrack building (that is, picking up paper, cigar and . 
cigarette butts, matches, etc.). Have also done some 
work among the sick—the influenza victims. It sure 
was terrible down here. But they have at last got 
this plague where it belongs.

“Tt is Bibles, not bullets, that have whipped 
Bulgaria.’ So says a writer in the New York 
Times for November 11, 1918. ‘‘Because she 
has benefited so greatly by the American mis- 
sions and has become so conversant with the 
American Bible (a book, by the way, that has 
about as wide a circulation within her borders 
as a snowflake in the infernal regions), Bul- 
garia is to be relieved from all the blame of 
her evil courses.” 

To all this the Minister of Greece to the 
United States takes exception. It is, however, 
an interesting fact, that the sub-Agent of the 
American Bible Society in Bulgaria reports 
that during the month of June, 1918, 7,076 
copies of Bibles, Testaments and portions of 
the Scriptures were circulated among the sol- 
diers who had time on their hands for reading 
the Bible (which was allowed to pass the 
censor),

In these hours when one feels so deeply the 


- wrongs committed by the fallen empires, it is 


perhaps not improper to refer to the incidents 
that alleviate the picture. We quote from 
The Bible in the World, the?monthly record of 


the work of the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety, the following: 

What splendid success can reward the colporteur 
even in wartime, appears in Serbia, where the mili- 
tary administration licensed otr veteran depositary, 
Lichtenberger, to carry on colportage in Belgrade. 
Though he was limited to this one city, with its 
present scanty population, he was able in 1917 to 
sell over 12,000 books—nearly three times as many 
as were sold there in 1916. | 

Lichtenberger writes: ‘‘The German major who | 
issued me the license for colportage fully understood 
the nature of my work. He told his subordinates> 
‘Don’t bother this man: he only wishes to sell the 
Bible, and nothing else at all.’ Later on, when an 
order forbade sales in the open street, the civil com- 
missionary objected to my activity on that ground; 
but the major said to me, ‘Never mind that order: 
you may quietly sell your Bibles.’”’ 

Lichtenberger also gained admittance into the 
hospitals at Belgrade, where he often saw wounded 
soldiers sitting up in their beds and reading the 
Bible. 


DECEMBER 7 and 8, 1918, will be celebrated

instantly while leading his men, late in Sep- — 
tember. His company was practically wiped — 
out, only twenty-nine members surviving the 
charge. One of them writes: ‘‘We will never 
have another man to compare with him. Even 
when he was dying he reached out his hand to 
comfort his company clerk, who had been 
wounded beside him.’’ He was the son of the 
late James C. Nicoll, who died only a little 
while before the death of his son. He was a 
graduate of Williams College in the class of 
99 and attended Columbia Law School, being 
admitted to the Bar in 1901, and immediately 
entering the law offices of Harris & Towne it 
New York City. 
. The American Bible Society is greatly in 
debted to Captain Nicoll, for to him were as- 
signed many of the complicated legal matters 
cared for by the firm of which Mr. W. H. Har- 


ye 
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ris is the member—Mr. Harris being the coun- 
sel of the Society. 

The Board of Managers at its last meeting 
expressed its sorrow and grief over this great 
loss. 

Our readers will be delighted to see an arti- 
cle in the Recorp this month prepared by the 
Rev. Dr. John Fox, in memory of his friend, 
Dr. John M. Kyle, of Brazil, to whom the 
whole Society is indebted for eminent service 
in connection with the revision of the Portu- 
guese Bible. 

Dr. Fox is very much better than he was 
last spring and is able to be busy in many 
activities. He is making his home for the 
present in Easton, Pa., in which community 
his daughter and her husband and their family 
live and the families of his brothers. It is an 
old home of his childhood.

SomETIME in the near future we hope to 
assemble the facts concerning the circulation 
of the Scriptures in France during these last 
four terrible years. 

The Société Biblique de France distributed, 
according to a recent Bulletin, during the 
year 1917, a total of 43,035 copies of the 
Scriptures. Of course this is only a small por- 
tion of the Scriptures circulated in France by 
many other agencies. 


By some error a contribution of $500 given 
for Bible work in South America, by Mr. 
Frederic M. Abbott, was credited in the Oc- 
tober REcoRD to Catherine F. Abbott, his 
sister. Mr. Frederic M. Abbott was deeply 
interested in the work of the Society and left 
this gift for that purpose. He died September 
6, 1917, leaving a brother, the Rev. Charles H. | 
Abbott, and two sisters, Mrs. Edward P. In- 
gersoll and Miss Catherine F. Abbott. Mrs. 
Ingersoll was the wife of the Rev. Dr. Edward 
P. Ingersoll (now deceased), at one time Cor- 
responding Secretary of the American Bible 
Society. The family has long had a deep in- 
terest in all that concerns the Society. 


How quickly we forget! Only last month 
we received the following from the Norwegian 
Bible Society: 


Gentlemen: We are to-day in receipt of yours of

The Modern Colporteur’s Varied Tasks 

N former years the colporteur was a sort of 

walking Bible depository. His work was 
purely missionary and philanthropic. To-day 
he must qualify to these same requirements 
and many more in addition. He should be a 
social worker, linguist, teacher, preacher, sales- 
man, reformer—and several other things. Such 
men are not easily obtained, yet we have a 
few. During the year scores of meetings have 
been conducted by them among the foreigners 
in our large cities. Not only have these peo- 
ple learned about Christ and his love as told 
in the blessed Book, but they have been in- 
structed in practical Christianity as it affected 
the habits of their daily life; in domestic 
economy, dealing with food values and prep- 
aration; in sanitation and prevention of 
disease; and given lessons in patriotism, etc., 
etc. One of our workers has been borrowed 
by the national government to do this much- 
needed work among foreigners. The harvest 
of such seed-sowing will be one of large and 
far-reaching results. 


Helping Foreigners 

A Mexican woman whom I visited became 
very much interested in the New Testament 
as I explained it to her, but could not buy it. 
She told me if I would come a few days later 
she would buy it. This I promised to do, but 
after I had gone some distance I heard some- 
one call, and looking back I saw the same 
woman and a little girl running after me. She 
said she had managed to borrow fifteen cents 
from a neighbor, so she could get the book at 


once.

To some Mexicans and Spaniards who had 
no money I gave a few portions which they 


greatly appreciated. I found it difficult to 
work among the Greeks, for those that can- 
not read will not buy. There were many 
homesteaders and transient English-speaking 
people just in for the winter, who had no 
Bibles; also some Dutch and quite a number 
of German people. The German pastor showed 
splendid interest and brought the matter to — 
the attention of his people, procuring a supply 
for his confirmation class.

At Fierro I came to a house where a drunken 
man and woman were quarreling. I knocked 
at the door, thinking I would at least interrupt 
their quarrel.

But the man (very drunk) came outside, and 
I showed him the books. He asked me to 
read some to him as he could not read; so iD 
read a few verses from the first chapter of 
Mark. He bought two Gospels from me and 
went off down the street. Not long afterward 
a little girl from the same house came after 
me and said her mamma wanted to see me. I 
ES: back, supposing she wanted me to take 
back the books the man had bought, as she 
had one in her hand; but she wanted to see 
the other books I had, and bought two more 
Gospels for herself. ’ 
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My work in February was in the mining 
camps of Clifton and Metcalf, in eastern Ari- 
zona. Most of the people are Mexicans, but 
there are also many Americans, Italians, Span- 
iards, Germans, Chinese, etc.

A South American Translator 
Rev. Dr. John Fox 


4 Pee death of Dr. John M. Kyle on July 1, 
1918, near Wareham, Mass., is an im- 
measurable loss to all the churches interested 
in South American missions in general, and 
in missions to Brazil especially. Dr. Kyle 
was a bright particular star in the firmament 
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of South American missions, whose quench- : 


ing seems for a time to darken more the 
“Neglected Continent.” He cannot easily be 
replaced. He was a missionary of the Pres- 
byterian Board of Foreign Missions who be- 
gan his labors in Brazil in 1882, having had 
his bringing up in the United Presbyterian 
Church, but graduating from the Western 
Theological Seminary of the Presbyterian 
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An Italian was bitterly critical of the church 
last year, and stubbornly refused to buy a 
Bible. I met him again a few days ago; he 
was still critical of the church, but not nearly 
so much so as last year. His wife came in 
while we were talking and said, ‘‘ Well, I think 
we will buy a Bible, anyway.” And _ the 
Italian did not oppose her; having said his 
say, he seemed quite willing, accepted the 
book, and paid the price asked.

A Catholic American refused to buy a Bible 
last year, having failed to find the archbishop’s 
imprint on the books.

This he did 
con amore and with a mind eagerly alert to 
every phase of the knotty problems continu- 
ally arising when anyone tries to render a Greek 
or Hebrew original into any modern tongue, 
and especially one not his mother tongue. / 

It is difficult for us to understand the 
enormous burden on a man being at one 
and the same time an evangelist, gathering 
converts and beginning to shape an orderly 
church life for them, and on the other hand 
a learned, intelligent and painstaking trans- 
lator of the Holy Oracles, or a reviser of 
previously existing Versions. The need of a 
revision in Portuguese had long been felt, 
and when the committee was formed in 1897 
(under the initiative of the American Bible 
Society, and almost immediately after with the 
hearty co-operation of the British and For- 
eign Bible Society) Dr. Kyle was a member of 
it, and labored with unflagging enthusiasm 
until he was obliged by the state of his health 
to come back to this country. 

The Rt. Rev. Bishop William Cabbel Brown 
(now bishop coadjutor of Virginia) who was 
himself a member of the committee, writes of 
him: ‘‘Dr. Kyle was a most invaluable mem- 
ber of the committee, and gave himself and 
his time unsparingly to the great task of ex- 
tending to those who speak Portuguese the 
Word of God in ‘a language understood of the 
people.’ Dr. Kyle’s wide reading and his 
knowledge of the language made him render 
_singularly efficient aid to the committee.” 

Another of his fellow-missionaries, at this 
time, serving under the same board, the Rev. 
Donald C. MacLaren, says of him: “Dr. 
Kyle was distinctly a scholar and a student. 
He avoided the mistake made by many of 
beginning to preach before having had time 
to acquire fluency and correctness in the use 
of the vernacular. He was always interested 
in creating a Christian literature for the 
Brazilian church and did his share in the 
translation of standard theological works. 
His mastery of the Portuguese language fitted 
him especially for the important service he 
rendered on the Bible Revision Committee.” 

He notes at the same time that his last 
- field was in the interior of the country, where 
with a native assistant, he was instrumental 
in organizing nine flourishing churches—and 
who can say what it costs, in the blood and 
sweat of the soul, to carry such a double 
‘burden as is involved in doing two such 
| diverse things as he did? They may not 
have been done at the same moment, but 
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The Rev. Myron A. Clarke, one of his 
bosom friends, has this to say: 

“You ask me to speak about his special 
qualifications for Bible translation, and in 
reply I should state that I consider he was 
one of the very best qualified missionaries 
we had in Brazil, and that for two reasons: 
his very cordial relations of friendship and 
intimacy with the Brazilian people, and his 
very excellent knowledge and command of 
the Portuguese language. The former made 
him one of the best loved of missionaries, 
thus giving him access to the homes of the 
people and capacitating him for knowing their 
likes and dislikes, their modes of expression 
and uses of colloquial idioms. His thorough 
study of Portuguese gave him a very accu- 
rate use of it, which was augmented by his 
wide reading of classical Portuguese authors. 
I suppose there was no missionary in Brazil 
with a wider knowledge of Portuguese litera- 
ture, or who kept up with the most recent 
publications in both Brazil and Portugal. 
This made him as familiar with the scholars’ 
use of the language as his intimacy in the 
Brazilian homes made him familiar with the 
people’s use of it; together they gave him a 
unique preparation for his invaluable service 
on the committee which made the late Versao 
Fiel of the Portuguese Bible. I remember 
that he was one of the earliest to advocate 
such a version, and that he was one of the 
first members of the original committee formed 
in Brazil. One of my most pleasant recollec- 
tions of him is, that on his frequent visits to 
our home he invariably brought out in con- 
versation the new things that were appearing 
in their work, and gave us the new version 
of many passages, comparing it with the old, 
and bringing out the superiority of the former. 
His fidelity in proof reading contributed not 
a little to the value of the work of the com- 
mittee. I think there was no phase of mis- 
sionary work more dear to his heart than 
this version of the Scriptures, though he was 
interested in all phases of publication of 
evangelical literature; the Brazilian church 
probably owes more to him than to anyone — 
else for the literature it possesses.” 

When Dr. Kyle came back to this country 
he was invaluable in helping to carry the 
new Portuguese revision, especially the New 
Testament, through the presses of the Society 
in New York. Here, as before, he steadily 
kept at the business of evangelism by minis- 
tering for the last years of his life with an 
unusual ardor to the Portuguese people in 
Massachusetts, under the direction of the 
Congregational Home Missionary Society. An 


the man carried the burden of the nine 
_ churches and all the absorbing labor of trans- 
lation on his heart and mind.

intense believer in the doctrines of the gospel, 
he was most gracious and winning to all who 
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profess and call themselves Christians. A 
letter from him written not very long before 
his death refers to his having aided the 
American Tract Society in publishing evan- 
gelical literature in Portuguese for Brazil, and 
adds that at the same time he had published 
himself three volumes of over seven hundred 
pages, which were printed in Lisbon. 

These fragmentary remainders can give but 
an impression of the life work of a great mind 
and a great heart—with the burden of Brazil 
laid upon him. He felt keenly the dangers 
to which the churches of Brazil are ex- 
posed in the spread of infidel or rational- 
istic literature, and was deeply solicitous 
that this should be overcome, as it only 
can be overcome—first of all by a faithful, 
scholarly, yet intelligible translation of the 
Holy Scriptures; then, second, by the produc- 
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tion of great and genuinely evangelical works. 

All this he did with the utmost charity 
toward all who love our Lord Jesus Christ. 
It was the privilege of the writer to be a | 
speaker with him in Pittsburgh at a Bible 
Society meeting not very long before his ~ 
death, and hear him with a charming and 
gracious simplicity (which always character- 
ized him) plead for Brazil and her needs, 
especially her Bible needs. The memory of 
his gentle smiling countenance still abides. 
There was an indescribable something in his 
smile and manner which accounts for how 
his brethren loved him. One of them writing 
from Massachusetts about his work there 
says of him: ‘‘No wonder we all loved him, 
and to-day we miss his genial presence.”’ 

Heaven will be brighter for his” “‘ genial 
presence.”’

A copy of the I. Peter in Kamu, issued by 
the American Bible Society and printed on 
the American Presbyterian Press at Chieng- 
mai, Siam, was reported as received.
